1.1 Document Dl is considered the closest prior art over 
the subject matter of claim 1. It discloses the 
preamble of claim 1. 



1.2 The subject matter of claim 1 thus differs from the 
known loom in that a second lifting device, which is 
common to all warp threads, is provided in order to 
displace said warp threads from the first shedding 
position into a selection position, in which the 
first lifting device is active, and in order to 
displace non-selected warp threads in unison into 
the first shedding position by the pre-tensioning of 
said warp threads. 

2.1 The problem to be solved by the present invention 
can thus be considered as that of simplifying the 
design of the shedding mechanism while maintaining a 
high operating speed.
